Lettuce Ranks High In Commer- 


cial Horticulture. 


Size cf Seed Has Not Been Given 


Careful Study Until Recently— 
"Heading Up." Capabilities Are 


of Much Importance. 


uniformity-•'commonly observed , la 
comme'rclal lettuce culture ts quite 
apt to be doe to the use of seed whlca 
Is variable In site and conseguently, 
variable in value. 


Lettuce Is a standard vegetable 


crop,' largely grown In farm gardens 
and ranking high in commercial horti- 
culture as a forcing crop; hence Its 
Inclusion in these seed sorting _experi- 
ments. Although a seed-bed crop. It 
is often grown la places where'space 
Is expenslre, where Intensive culture 
prevails^ and" where crop uniformity 
and even maturity are j>f prime' Im- 
portance. On this account growers 
now carefully consider both seed and 
varietal choice. 
In .some, hothouse 


districts .only certain varieties are 
deemed suitable for greenhouse cul- 
ture; and a few progressive" growers 
select only the locally-grown seed now 
recognized • as strains of commercial 
varieties. "Although many methods of 
seed selection have been'adopted, the 
Influence of seed size has not been 
given careful study until more or less 
recently. 
. Since lettuce Is seldom sold by 
weight, a comparison of the value of 
different-sized seeds oa this basis is 
of little account

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SACRED LEGENDS 


AND TRADITIONS 


Most of Those Which Center 


About the Life of Christ Had 
Jr 
Their Origin During the 


i

Middle Ages.

EH countless legends which center 
about the life ot Christ while upon 


earth, came- Into popularity, for th» 
most part, during the .middle ages, and 
were glrea unbounded "credence by. 
the Ignorant, superstitious people' ot 
that day, whose belief* -were yet 
tinged by the influence of paganism. 
Upon these sacred legends are based 
many of the most famous paintings In 
the world, and not a little ot Its poetry, 
•ad song. 
_ 


-, The traditions concerning the cross, 
open which the Sartor -was crucified 
hare come down to us In Taried forms. 
A Greek legend tells that when Adam 
was expelled from the garden'of Eden, 
tie took with him a staff made from a 
lunch ot the Tree of Knowledge. Dar- 
ing his wanderings he reached the site 
of Jerusalem, and thrusting the ttaff 
Into the earth It took root and flour- 
ished. "And.' when, years later, it was 
cut down. It serred as the cross ot 
the crucifixion. 


The story of the mistletoe Is better 


known—how once It was a tall, stout, 
tree but how, after being used for the 


- cross, It became accursed, a 'mere 


•weak parasite. The legend that the 


. aspen tree was used for the cross Is 
- assigned to the Germans,- who be- 
ttered that, out of remorse and fear, 


- Its lea-res were made to.sMrer per- 


petually.

Adam, hating llred to a great age, 


and feeling that death was not far 
distant, bade his son Seti-bring to 
him either the fruit of life which grew 
In the garden of Eden, or the oil of 
mercy which flowed there and which 
bad been promised to Adam upon his 
expulsion from the garden. Seth made 
his way to Paradise by the footprints 
of A data and Ere, orer which no grass' 
had erer grown. The angel to whom 
Beth made known his errand gare him 
tree seeds, from the fruit of the tree 
of which Adam had eaten, and di- 
rected that they . be placed under 
Adam's tongue Just before his burial. 


__In the course of time Adam died and 


the anger* Instructions, were carried 
out.

Soon there sprang . from Adam's 


grare In Hebron three trees—* cedar. 
a~ cypress and a pine tree. These long 
grew together, forming but one trans. 
which came to be regarded as a symbol 
of the Holy Trlnltr. This tree, trans- 
planted by Moses and later by Da-rid, 
grew to be rery beautiful. But eren 
Its beauty did not prerent Solomon 
from cutting It down In order to com- 
plete his temple, for which a beam of 
enormous size was lacking. BuJ each 
time that the beam cut from this tree 
was fitted,'It would be either too large 
or too small, and such a strange cir- 
cumstance was taken as a sign that It 
should not be used. 


„ Some time afterward, most versions 


agree, the beam was buried where the 
pool of Bethesda was at a later time 
dlscorered. During Passion week the 


- wood rose and floated, on the surface 


of the pool, and the Jews used It for 
the crucifixion cross. 


The legend of the Holy Grail has an 


Important place In literature and art. 
According to tradition a descendant 


' of Adam and Ere found one of the 


Urge emeralds from the crown of I/id- 
ler—an angel who had been expelled 
from Dearen—and made from It a 
beautiful cup- This cup came Into the 
possession of Joseph of Artmalhea, In

the crucifixion Joseph recelred a few 
drops of Christ's blood Into the cup,

And from that - moment the owl has 
kept repeating ^thls cry and has been 
able to see only after darknes's falls.

Take Pains to Destroy "Files" 


of the Pear Psyfla. 


Insect* Are Sluggish In Their Move- 


ment* In Early Months of Year, • 


Making Them Quite Vulner- 


-_ able to Treatment.

Especial pains should be Uken to 


destroy the eggs as veil as the -winter 
"flies" of the pear psylla, as effectire 
work greatly reduces the number ot 
eggs deposited on the- trees.

able to crawl tier are rery sluggish 
In their morementa. This hahit makes 
them Terr Vulnerable to treatment 
and the grower should take foil ad- 
vantage of It by so spraying that none 
of the Insects be allowed to escaped It 
Is to wet thoroughly all portions of 
the trees and especial care should be 
taken to force the liquid under, the 
loose bark and Into all the cracks'and 
erg-rices In the bark. One tree should 
be thoroughly sprayed before proceed* 
Ing to another, for In balmy weather 
the files may dodge quickly to the op- 
posite side of the tree. In planning 
this work be sure to select days when 
there Is no.danger of the spraying 
mixture freezing on the trees.
